ed under arrest today on the charge of 
murdering 
.handsome Miss Agatha 


Reichlin, sister of Rev. Charles Reich- 
lin, the details of whose cruel murder 
were telegraphed to the Advocate 
yesterday. 


Rev. Father Walser is now in cus- 


tody charged with the .heinous crimo. 


Blood hounds were put on the trail 


early this morning and ran back and 
forth between the rooms of 
Miss 


Reichlin, the victim and Father Wal- 
ser. They paid no attention to the 
track's in the yard or to the scent on 
the ladder by which the murderer was

time the crime was committed Rev. 
Ferdinand Walser, of Toledo, was tem- 
porarily stopping at the house. Rev. 
Ferdinand Reichlin was not at home, 
having gone to Kelly's Island to con- 
duct a funeral. 


In yesterday's dispatches tolling of 


the crime, Father Walser's name was 
given as Wallace.

told the story of a horrible struggle. 
The poor girl's face was literally 
pounded into a pulp. There were

head any one of which would have 
caused death.
